See attached ITS #s 6246, 6201, 6207 & 6180 for more information. Please review Technical 
Specification VE20-051 Section 3.9 & 3.17.9 in conjunction with the provided information. 


For reference - excerpts from Section 3.9: 


The Contractor is responsible for establishing an inspection procedure to verify the condition of all high 
voltage cables and clamps, in line with New Flyer ITS-6246 Rev E and ITS-6394 Rev E. 


Cables and clamps that do not meet minimum OEM standards shall be brought to the attention of the 
Resident Inspector for Hidden Damage repair or replacement consideration. The Contractor shall follow 
New Flyer ITS-6201 in the event cables need to be replaced. 


The Contractor shall inspect and clean all major component ground cable locations and inspect all high 
voltage shield bands, in-line with procedures in New Flyer ITS-6207. 


For reference - excerpts from Section 3.17.9: 
Any roof hatch exhibiting defects shall be brought to the attention of the Resident Inspector for Hidden 


Damage repair or replacement consideration. The Contractor shall be required to follow New Flyer ITS- 
6180 in the event a roof hatch replacement, removal, or if re-sealing is required.
